LAW IN ACTION 


CONGRESS SHALL 
REGULATE 


In colonial days; each state 
ruled itself as a separate na- 
tion. Money and es varied 
from state to 
state. And 
out-of-staters 
were “for- 
eigners.” 

But thie 
Constitution 
changed that. 
Congress now regulates com- 
merce. There’s one system for 
all the states. 

In a recent case, the City of 
Burbank tested this system. 

Jets flying in and out of the 
Burbank airport made a lot of 
noise. So the City Council said, 
“No more large jets may land 
or take off between 11 p.m. 
and 7 a.m.” The only scheduled 
flights to and from Burbank 
were entirely within Califor- 
nia. 

“Such city ordinances vio- 
late F.A.A. rules,” said Jet 
Lines’ attorney. “Besides, the 
F.A.A.. has already set up 
noise standards. These jets 
don’t exceed those standards.” 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
said the ordinance was uncon- 
stitutional. Burbank couldn’t 
rule on commerce that came 
under Federal rules. 

Local laws that differ from 
those set by Congress are usu- 
ally invalid. Also,’ any rule 


that slows commerce isn’t 
legal. 

Henry Hode, for example, 
started growing more wheat 
and corn on his farm. There 
was a surplus of farm goods 
at the time, The Agriculture 
Department had imposed lim- 
its on production, 

“But all that extra grain is 
for my family,” complained 
Henry. 

He challenged the Ag De 
partment. And lost. 

“The scheme of Federal 
regulations would be ruined 
if all the farmers grew more 
than the allotment,” said: the 
court. “Even for their familys’ 
use. It’s .a matter of regulat- 
ing commerce.” 

Taxes are often a problem 
in interstate commerce: Each 
state tries to gain more taxes 
on any goods that come in. But 
Congress limits taxing power. 
State taxes are confined to 
activities within the state. 


Taxes can't stop the free flow 
of interstate and foreign com- 
merce,
